Major General B. F. Cheatham, U. S. A., 
the Quartermaster General, show a tre- 
mendous' preponderance of opinion 
against the apartment house idea except 
at those posts where the various Service 
schools are located and where the period 
of assignment does not generally exceed 
one year. 

General Mess Disliked. 

The idga of a general mess, at any 
post, is practically unanimously voted 
down and nearly every letter so far re- 
ceived stresses the advantages of single 
houses for quarters of all classes of of- 
ficers whereever it is practicable to 
erect them. 

The Army and Navy Journal this week 
presents the views of the daughter of a 
general officer, the wife of a 1st lieuten- 
ant and the wife of a technical sergeant, 
all of whom have written General 
Cheatham expressing their ideas on hous- 
ing in the Army. 

The following letter from Mrs. Alice 
Hines Cleland, wife of Captain Cleland, 
U. S. A., and daughter of Maj. Gen. and 
Mrs. John L. Hines, was received by the 
Quartermaster General: 

This is an answer to your questions in the 
“Army and Navy Journal” for Nov. 5. As 
I have lived in four posts the six years I’ve 
been married, I have had several kinds of 
quarters. Only once did we have a house 
(if you could call it that) to ourselves. It 
was a very tiny, dilapidated, little building 
at Fort Benning, and yet the feeling of 
privacy and freedom which we enjoyed was 
wonderful There was no one to disturb 
us. Of course, you can see now that I think 
small bungalows for the junior officer are 
much the nicest solution. As far as the offi- 
cers and their families are concerned. I 
suppose it is more expensive for the Gov- 
ernment, as father assures me it is, but it 
is certainly much easier to bring up chil- 
dren in your own house with a small yard 
of your own. The question of tending the 
furnace could be solved by having one en- 
listed man for several houses, I should 
think. As everyone likes the house at a 
different temperature would do away 
with much of the hard feeling in apart- 
ment hou 

Mess Inconvenience Cited.

agres woman who suggested it.

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James Outlines Plans 
For Coming Congress 


‘ULLY recovered from the course of 
treatment he has received at the 
Walter Reed Hospital, Congressman W. 
Frank James, senior member of the 
House Military Committee, will appear 
on the floor of Congress on Monday. His 
restoration to health will be a subject 
of keen satisfaction to the Service. 

There are four National Defense mat- 
ters in which James will take prime in- 
terest during the coming session: 

1-—Housing. 

2—Aircraft development. 

3—Promotion reform. 

4—Muscle Shoals. 

Urges More Housing Funds. 

“As chairman of the subcommittee on 
Army housing and real estate during 
the past summer, I visited Panama, Ha- 
waii and practically every Army post 
and air field in Washington, California, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Virginia and Maryland. At some places 
the Army, both officers and men, was 
very comfortably housed. At other 
places I found some officers and men 
comfortably residing in permanent 
quarters, and in many others I found 
them living in dilapidated buildings and 
shacks. I found officers and noncom- 
missioned officers, as well as enlisted 
men, living in buildings that formerly 
had been ‘negro shacks.’ The $20,- 
000,000 which Congress already has au- 
thorized will go a long way towards 
remedying these conditions,” said Mr. 
James. 





“It is my personal impression that, if 
Congress would appropriate fifteen mil- 
lion dollars for 1930, and fifteen million 
dollars for 1931, these amounts with 
that already authorized, would take care 
of the housing needs that are the most 
urgent. Congress could then reduce 
these appropriations to seven or eight 
million dollars annually for the rest of 
the time necessary to house every offi- 
cer, noncommissioned officer and enlisted 
man. My personal impression is that 
the President and the Director of the 
Budget and our committee, as well as 
Congress, are insistent and very defi- 
nitely embarked on a policy to provide 
suitable housing for every officer and 
man in the Army. 

“The Secretary of War appointed a

Navy Strength Fight Looms 
LIVELY discussion over the enlisted 
strength of the Navy is forecast 

early in the new session of Congress. 

While nothing official has been given 
out it is generally understood that pro- 
vision is made in the budget estimates 
for the same number of enlisted men as 
was authorized this year. Even with re- 
duced complements the number of ships 
in commission under the operating plan 
for 1928 cannot be manned properly with 
less than 86,000 men and recommenda- 


tions of the department eall for approxi-* 


mately 1,500 more. It is expected that 
the hearings before the naval affairs 
committee will develop the necessity for 
increasing the enlisted strength and that 
before, final passage the appropriation 
bill will make provision for a minimum 
of 86,000. 

A careful study of the enlisted situa- 
tion has been made in the Bureau of 
Navigation and the data is all ready for 
the committees. A suggestion has been 


advanced and may be submitted in the 
hearings that a personnel program cov- 
ering a period of years be adopted. It 
is pointed out that this would stabilize 
recruiting, reducing the cost materially, 


Generals’ Board for 
4 Per Cent Attrition 


N attrition rate of at least 4 per cent 

annually is recommended as a solu- 
tion of the Army promotion problem in 
the report of the Generals’ Board, which 
has been acted on by the budget and it 
is expected, will be transmitted to the 
Military Committees during the coming 
week. 

From reliable sources the Army and 
Navy Journal has learned that the report 
embodies this recommendation and that 
it is the unanimous opinion of the Board 
that a lesser rate of attrition would not 
effect a cure of the present stagnation. 

Examinations Are Planned. 

Another of the recommendations con- 
tained in the report provides for the 
examination of all officers before receiv- 
ing promotion to determine their fitness 
and that those who fail to pass such ex- 
aminations be separated from the active 
list. Beyond this method of elimination, 
which the Board holds cannot be con- 
sidered forcible, all separations from the 
active list are to be strictly voluntary 
if the provisions of the report are en- 
acted into law. It is held that this 
method will probably effect the separa- 
tion of sufficient numbers to accomplish 
the attrition rate of 4 per cent required, 
not because of so many failures in the 
examinations, but because of the 
psychological effect, as it is believed that 
many of the less efficient officers will vol- 
untarily resign rather than face ex- 
amination for promotion. 

Forced Separation Opposed. 

Upon reaching the Military Commit- 
tees of the Congress it is not anticipated 
that the report as a whole will be em- 
bodied in any one piece of legislation 
but that it will more than likely be split 
up into several different bills to care 
for the various items recommended. 
There is strong opposition in Congress 
to any suggestion of forced elimination 
and the separation features of the report 
will be carefully studied. 

The report of the Board has _ been 
drafted in such a manner that it may be 
arranged to include or exclude certain 
recommendations as the members of the 
Congress may see fit; as for example, 
there is an important paragraph which 
the Board has suggested as an alterna- 
tive to be employed if the examination 
method is found not to supply the neces- 
sary separations to attain the 4 per cent 
rate. This paragraph provides for a 
limited elimination by selection boards of 
those officers whose efficiency rating is 
“below average” in order to bring the 
rate up to the full 4 per cent. 

While there are many who feel that 
a rate of attrition of 4 per cent an- 
nually is excessively high, the Board 
points to the fact that the rate for the 
Navy and Marine Corps is nearly dou- 
ble that which it recommends and, also, 
that if any remedy for the serious con- 
ditions which at present exist is to be 
attained, the rate of attrition can be no 
less. 

Navy and U. S. M. C. Differ. 

In the proposed promotion legislation 
for the Navy and Marine Corps the num- 
ber of years’ service in grade is recom- 
mended as approximately 3-7-10 while 
that for the Army is more nearly 3-10-14 
which gives the Navy and Marine Corps 
an annual attrition rate of 7 per cent 
compared to the 4 per cent for the Army. 

That the report, while dealing pri- 
marily with the promotion and retire- 
ment problem, is exhaustive in’ its de- 
tail regarding the various factors af- 
fecting the morale of the Army has been 
indicated by the inclusion of recom- 
mendations for an increase in pay for

Navy Program Before 
Commander-in-Chief 


ECOMMENDATIONS of the General 
Board of the Navy for a five year 
construction program, including the 10,- 
000 ton cruisers, a minimum of three an- 
nually and a maximum of six, and the 
number of fleet submarines and de- 
stroyer leaders called for during the 
first five years of the original 20 year 
program, are in the hands of the Bud- 
get and announcement of the program 
to be submitted to Congress with Ad- 
ministration approval is expected al- 
most hourly. 

President Coolidge is giving the closest 
personal attention to the problem 
which for several days has been before 
him. All of the data submiited to the 
Budget has been laid on his desk and 
additional information has been _ pre- 
pared at his request. 

Speculate on Scope. 

The scope of the program the Presi- 
dent will recommend to Congress is the 
cause of much speculation. In naval and 
other official circles there is a growing 
conviction that the Chief Executive will 
ask Congress for a program commensur- 
ate with the needs of the Navy, following 
the recommendations of the General 
Board as to the number of the various 
types needed to round out the fleet. 

Various reasons are assigned for this 
belief: failure of the Geneva Conference, 
which killed all hope of further limita- 
tion so long as the United States re- 
mains in a position of hopeless inferi- 
ority, the strong sentiment in Congress 
for a Treaty Navy which last session 
overrode the President’s expressed desire 
for delayed action, the overwhelming 
public sentiment for an adequate naval 
defense and his own recent utterances 
that more cruisers and submarines are 
needed. 

Plans for 30 Cruisers. 

Plans of the General Board contem- 
plate building 30 new cruisers to aug- 
ment the 18 built and building. Four 
fleet submarines are needed to make up 
the disparity in that type of undersea 
craft and 18 destroyer leaders are neces- 
sary as the fleet has none of this type. 
In addition the commissioning of the 
Lexington and Saratoga leaves the 
American Navy far below its treaty al- 
iowance of aircraft carriers. 

It seems assured that there will be a 
thorough airing of the whole naval prob- 
lem when the hearings begin before the 
committees. While there has been much 
speculation as to the Twenty-Year Build- 
ing Program of the General Board, it 
has never been made public. If present 
plans are carried out this will be sub- 
mitted to the committees, not as a rec- 
ommendation for legislation but for the 
committees’ information and guidance in 
drafting the bill for the five-year pro- 
gram. 

Recent developments abroad have 
served to solidify the sentiment here 
for strengthening the Navy. Lord 
Cicil’s sensational arraignment of the 
British failure to play her part in the 
Geneva conference intensified the feel- 
ing here that any agreement on limita-

EUROPEAN war clouds hover on the horizon and in them the press of the Nation 
sees a threat to world peace which the United States cannot afford to disregard. 
While some editors feel that the League of Nations will be able to handle the situa- 
tion, others express the belief that complications on the continent cannot be un- 
raveled without danger of resort to arms and the kindling of another world con- 
flagration. . 

The importance of Russian participation in the maintenance of a peaceful 
equilibrium in Europe is considered very great by editors. Few, however, profess 
to gather from the attendance of a Soviet delegation at the Geneva disarmament 
parley a tendency on the part of the Soviets to become a force for peace. 


(THE Chicago Daily Tribune (Independent Republican) in its comment on the 

European situation supports President Coolidge’s opposition to a proposed treaty 
with France to outlaw war. In the attempt of advocates of “outlawing war,” the 
Tribune sees a menace to national safety, saying: 

“The advocates of outlawry say that preparedness and outlawry are not mu- 
tually exclusive. They believe that we can sign the outlawry treaties and continue 
to maintain an Army and a Navy adequate to our needs. They do not reckon with 
the characteristic attitude of Congress toward military expenditures. America is 
traditionally neglectful of its armed forces in time of peace, and Americans, more 
than any other people in the world, view interriational affairs legalistically. Out- 


lawry, so far as this country is concerned, will be made the excuse for refusing’ 


appropriations which are now made reluctantly enough. The time may come when 
we must defend our coasts with a treaty from an invasion with battleships. 

“We should not be surprised to discover that the President timed his announce- 
ment to coincide with the recent turn of events in Europe. Vilna and the Adriatic 
are reminders to America that we want no political commitments of any sort in 
Europe.” 


HE New York Herald-Tribune (Independent Republican) visualizes Russia in the 

role of mischief maker and feels that any disarmament agreed to by the Soviets 
would be most detrimental to the rest of the world. Dealing with the disarmament 
phase the Herald-Tribune declares: 

“Disarmament would not hurt Russia much, for she is not capable of large-scale 
military operations. But anything that weakens the military forces of the western 
European states would be decidedly to her advantage. They are the policem-- whom 
she fears and who partially restrain her in her destructive activities. Since any 
is disarmed in the Versailles Treaty sense, Russia’s effort at Geneva will prcoably 
be concentrated on similar disarmament for the Western Allies—something which 
they deprecate both because of Russia and because of the obligations resting on 
them to enforce the peace settlements. 


The New York World (Democratic) on the other hand, casts Russia as an in- 
jured party in the Polish-Lithuanian tangle in which both nations lay claim to 
the Vilna district and asserts that “the chief lesson of the affair is the impossibility 


HE New York Journal of Commerce deals with the international unrest from the 
viewpoint of Anglo-American relations, and urges cooperation between England 
and the United States: 


“Contemplation of the larger problem may result in a spirit of accommodation 
that will help to erase memories of the acrid interchanges between the British and 
Americans at the last Geneva gathering, while it ought to enable representatives of 
several Continental States to take a more objective attitude toward their own 
troubles. They will also be afforded an opportunity to hear what Russia, regarded 
as a potential disturber of European peace, has to contribute to the solution of world 
unrest. But most important of all is the necessity that the two countries which wield 
the greatest power today in world politics shall work together toward a common 
goal.” 


HE Philadelphia Ledger (Republican) characterizes the idea of Russia playing 
peace-maker at Geneva as “a ludicrous mistake.” It asserts: 

“Just how acute the war danger is in eastern Europe cannot be calculated at 
this distance. That there is a danger line which runs, roughly, from the Baltics to 
the Black Sea is well realized. The possibilities of trouble in this region are many 
and varied. But whether and when the existing instability will break into open 
conflict is any man’s guess. * * * It is hardly to be expected that Russia’s appearance 
at Geneva will mean immediate effective action on the armament problem. Germany 
is counting upon Russian aid in pressing the matter. But to look upon the Bolshevist 
government as a tower of strength for peace would be a ludicrous mistake.” 


The Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican) holds that “Not the least interesting 
feature of the situation is the return of Russia to the principle of international co- 
operation. Her participation in the forthcoming disarmament conference is another 
instance of this. It may be that the Soviet government is still chiefly bent on the 
overthrow of settled government in other countries. As has been said, it lives by 
revolution. Yet there are indications that Stalin’s triumph over Trotzky is in some 
respects a repudiation of extreme Bolshevism, and that Russia is tiring of the role 
of international Ishmael.” 


HE Virginian Pilot (Democratic) takes the line-up in the Balkans, Italy and 
Albania against France and Jugo-Slavia as the subject of its comment and re- 
marks that “the Italian-Albanian alliance, which makes the Adriatic an Italian lake, 
is an insurance against rather than an invitation to further Balkan complications.” 


The Brooklyn Daily Eagle (Independent) views the Italian-Albanian alliance 
with alarm. It concludes that “From every point of view this treaty is unfortunate, 
It is a straight military alliance of the prewar type. It emphasizes the growing 
antagonism between Italy and France. It makes any quarrel in which the half- 
baked government of Albania becomes involved a matter of major European im-

of making a stable settlement in Europe as long as Russia is treated as an inter- 


national outlaw.”

Board of Generals to investigate the 
matter of promotion and retirement. I 
assume this report will be sent to Con- 
gress as soon as possible after Congress 
meets on December 5. This report will 
be referred to the appropriate sub- 
committee, and it doubtless will receive 
attention as soon as the bills relative 
to Muscle Shoals and housing shall have 

been disposed of. 

“My impression is that while the five- 
year air program was considered ade- 
quate by many men at the time it passed 
Congress in 1926, it does not go far 
enough now. Flights of Lindbergh, 
Byrd and Chamberlin across the Atlan- 
tic, and Maitland and Hegenberger, and 
Goebel and Davis across the Pacific, 
show that the airplane will have to be 
considered as a greater factor in the next 
war than was anticipated by the War 
Department at the time of our hearings. 
I am particularly interested in Panama 
and Hawaii. When Mr. Madden, Chair- 
man of the Appropriations Committee, 
returned from Panama the other day, 
he said that in his opinion, the peace- 


' time strength of airplanes in Panama 


should be the same as the wartime 
strength. I am in thorough agreement 
with him in this respect and hope Con- 
gress will take the necessary steps to 
see that his suggestion is carried out. 
After having been at Hawaii and talked 
with the military authorities there, and 
realizing the distance between the United 
States and Hawaii, I believe it is even 
more necessary than at Panama that the 
peacetime air strength of Hawaii 
should be its wartime strength. There 
are no airplane factories in Hawaii and 
no way of developing the additional 
number of fliers that would be required 
in time of war. We, therefore, should 
see that Hawaii has everything that it 
needs in the way of planes and men now. 

“I am going to reintroduce the rations 
bill, but I intend to change the phrase- 
ology, so that it will be precisely like the 
executive order issued by the President. 
I believe the ration prescribed in the 
President’s order is even a better ration 
for the men than my bill contemplated. 
On my trip, I made it my business to 
go to the mess hall of each post and get 
from the mess sergeant the menus 
for the day and the day before. I then 





compared them with like menus on 
the same day of the preceding year. Un- 
der the old ration the enlisted men re- 
ceived one good meal a day, and only 
one. Under the new ration, the enlisted 
men receive three square meals a day 
I also found, in talking with the mess 
sergeants that under the old ration the 
soldiers helped to feed themselves—that 
is from twenty-five dollars to one hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars a month 
were taken out of the company funds to 
assist the Government in providing suit- 
able meals. On my trip of about twenty- 
five thousand miles, I did not meet a 
single mess sergeant who said he found 
it necessary to take a dollar out of the 
company funds. This means, of course, 
that the money formerly used by the 
men to feed themselves, is now being 
used for books, magazines, newspapers, 
baseball bats and balls, radio sets, and 
other things for sports and entertain- 
ment. So far as the enlisted men of the 
Army are concerned, the increase of the 
ration was the most popular thing the 
President has ever done for the Army. 

“The most Important thing before our 
committee will be the question of 
the disposition of Muscle Shoals. At 
the last session of Congress, we con- 
sidered several bills. The chief trouble 
between the subcommittee appointed and 
the bidders was that, first, the commit- 
tee insisted upon a forfeiture clause. 
in case the terms of the contract were 
not complied with by the one leasing 
the property. No bidder was willing 
to accept such a clause. 

“The committee also believed that Air 
Nitrate Plant No. 2 should be operated 
and not maintained as an idle building. 
We believed if the process should change 
and the cyanimide process be no longer 
adapted to manufacture, the bidder in his 
contract should be compelled to put up 
buildings as close to Air Nitrate Plant 
No. 2 as possible for the use of the new 
process, and as often as new processes 
were invented, the one specified by the 
Government for the manufacture of fer- 
tilizers should be adopted. We also be- 
lieved that the lessee should not be 
allowed to charge anything to the cost 
of fertilizer except ‘direct’ costs prop- 
erly chargeable to fertilizer. We can- 
not allow any ‘indirect’ costs to be 
charged because by so doing the cost 





of fertilizer might be so high that the 
farmer would not buy and several mil- 
lion dollars’ worth be piled on the dump. 
In that event, under some bids, the 
lessee would not have to manufacture 
any more while his dump pile was high. 
This, of course, would defeat the ob- 
taining of cheap fertilizer by the farm- 
ers in time of peace and air nitrate in 
time of war for ammunition for the 
American Army. 

“At the last session of Congress, just 
before adjournment, we adopted a reso- 
lution that every lease to be considered 
by the committee in the future would 
have to contain a forfeiture clause, a 
clause providing for keeping up-to-date 
on new methods of fertilizer manufac- 
ture, and also a clause that any indirect 
charge should be added to the cost of 
fertilizer manufacture. My impression 
is that if no bids should be received by 
the time Congress meets, within the 
limitations set forth above, the commit- 
tee will start to consider a proposal to 
form a corporation for about ten years, 
under contract from the Government 
itself, to carry out the manufacture of 
fertilizers in time of peace and of air 
nitrates in time of war. This suggestion 
is not because a majority of the com- 
mittee are in favor of Government 
ownership, but because they feel that no 
private interest is prepared to enter into 
a contract with the United States that is 
fair to the Government. My personal 
impression is that practically every bid- 
der wants the power and is not inter- 
ested in the manufacture of fertilizers, 
nor air nitrates for National Defense. 

“The farmer, for over ten years, has 
been told that Muscle Shoals was dedi- 
cated to the farmer in time of peace. 
If no private bid which is satisfactory 
is received, the Government must itself 
make an honest effort to manufacture 
fertilizer. If it should appear that this 
cannot be done by the Government, and, 
in the meantime, no satisfactory private 
offer should be received for the manufac- 
ture of fertilizer, then the committee will 
have to consider a strictly power prop- 
osition and get the best price it can on 
a strictly power basis. If and when 
the fertilizer should be eliminated, then, 
unless the Government decides to sell 
the power itself, we would get millions 
of dollars more on the property on a 
fifty-year lease.” 





Plan Transport Experiments 
S AN outgrowth of the recent cavalry 
maneuvers near Marfa, Tex., the 
Panama Canal Department and Division 
is preparing plans for trying out mount 
transportation experiments during the 
coming Departmental Maneuvers, which 
it is believed will take place in March, 
1928. 

Brig. Gen. C. D. Rhodes, Commanding 
the 19th Brigade and the Post of Fort 
Davis, himself an old cavalry officer has, 
in conference with Maj. J. M. Eager, F. 
A., Commanding the 2nd Field Artillery 
Battalion, approved of Maj. Eager’s 
views. Extracts from the letter follow: 


The necessity for horses in connection 
with reconnaissance and occupation of posi- 
tions by portee artillery has become obvious 
as a result of tactical work of this battalion. 

It is considered highly desirable to ex- 
periment with movement of horses by truck 
for the following reasons: 

(a) Some satisfactory arrangement of 
truck may be decided upon so it can be used 
to carry horses; (b) the battalion may be 
prepared to move a few horses over consid- 
erable distances and have them arrive in 
proper time and condition; (c) the problem 
of moving horses by truck is of great in- 
terest to the Army as a whole, as evidenced 
by the experiments made during the cavalry 
maneuvers at Marfa, Tex., which was or- 
dered by the Chief of Staff of the Army. 

The officers of this battalion have de 
voted considerable thought and some ex- 
perimentation to the subject of moving 
horses by truck. The following conclusions 
have been reached: 

(a) Six horses should be carried in a 
Class B Liberty Truck; (b) All horses 
should face in the same direction; (c) All 
horses face out of either the right or left 
side of the truck; (d) A ramp should be 
carried by the truck for loading and un- 
loading; (e) The sides, front and rear of 
the truck body must have a strong super- 
structure so that horses cannot fall out; 
(f) The sides of the truck must be of 
different heights, the superstructure on one 
side should be high enough to reach the 
horse’s breast but low enough not to ine 
jure his throat; on the other side th: super- 
structure should be high enough to reach 
the top of the horse’s tail.

New M. G. Mount Developed 


RESULTING from recent research 
and experiment by the Department 
of Experiment of the Infantry School, 
Fort Benning, Ga., there now has been 
developed a mount for the caliber 30 
machine gun which facilitates anti- 
aircraft protection for Infantry on the 
march, in bivouac and in battle. Al- 
though not finally tested or approved, 
the new mount has shown such possi- 
bilities in preliminary trials conducted 
at the Infantry School as to warrant a 
belief that machine guns of the Infantry 
will in the future be much more effective 
against aircraft. 

The experimental mount consists of a 
wheeled carriage, limbered to the rear 
of the ammunition cart, the 1917 tripod, 
and an adapter attached to the top of 
the tripod which permits the gun to be 
placed in a position for either fire on 
ground or air targets, and to be rapidly 
switched from one to the other. De- 
tachable wheels on the carriage permit 
the gun, already mounted, to be dropped 
to the ground on the base of the carriage 
when used for ground targets. The en- 
tire assembly, the wheeled mount and 
the ammunition cart, is drawn by one 
mule. The wheeled carriage is a radical 
change from the present method of 
transporting the gun which requires that 
it be partly disassembled and packed on 
a cart. 

When attacked by airplanes on the 
march the carriage can be unlimbered, 
the spade dropped on the ground and 
anti-aircraft fire brought to bear in 
three seconds. Previously, protection on 
the march was extemporized by strap- 
ping the gun, mounted on the tripod, to 
the top of the machine gun cart. This 
method necessitated keeping the mule 
on the road and made difficult all-round 
fire. 

In battle, when conditions prohibit 
further advance for the mule, the car- 
riage can be unlimbered and drawn by 
hand ready for fire against aircraft and 
quickly transformed into a ground mount 
by dropping off the wheels and, if neces- 
sary, on account of difficult ground, de- 
taching the tripod itself. 





DAVIS LAUDS VON STEUBEN. 

GECRETARY OF WAR DWIGHT F. 

DAVIS lauded Baron von Steuben’s 
contribution to the Army in a speech at 
New York City, Nov. 30 on the 150th an- 
niversary of the Baron’s landing. “He 
may weil be called the godfather of our 
Army,” said the Secretary referring to 
von Steuben’s suggestions which led to 
the establishment of West Point and the 
laying of the foundations of a perma- 
nent military establishment. 





URGES MERCHANT MARINE. 
APVOCATING the development of a 

permanent United States Merchant 
Marine, Rear Adm. Halligan, U. S. N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Engineering, told 
the Propeller Club of New York City, 
Dec. 1, that “an adequate fleet of Ameri- 
can merchant ships is essential if we 
are to hold our share of world trade.” 
The Admiral reviewed American’s prog- 
ress in this directicn and cited statistics 


to support his remarks. 





More Midshipmen Sought 

T IS expected that the Navy Depart- 

ment will strongly urge an increase 
in the number of appointments for each 
Senator and Representative from three 
to five during the coming Congressional 
session. 

If approved an increase in appoint- 
ees would make the maximum num- 
ber of Midshipmen 3,276 instead of 2,- 
205. It is pointed out that the maximum 
number is never reached and that only 
60 per cent of Congressional appoint- 
ments vacated by graduation or other 
losses are filled by the new class. Of 
this class, about half are eventually com- 
missioned in the line of the Navy. 

The average number of ensigns in the 
Navy annually to be expected from the 


Naval Academy is, under the above as- 
all sources of 


sumptions, and including 
appointments: 
With 3 appointments........- 273 
With 4 appointments........- 344 
With 5 appointments......... 414 


With the classes at present in the Naval 
Academy, the strength of the line officer 
list, which reached its allowed maximum 
last June on the graduation of the class 
of 1927, will decline slowly in 1928 and 
1929, will rise in 1930 and will reach the 
maximum again in 1931. 

Under the present law with regard to 
promotion, selection, and elimination of 
those not selected, and with a normal at- 
trition, from other causes than such eli- 
mination, of four per cent,-an average of 
about 260 vacancies in the line will occur 
annually. With four and one-half per 
cent normal attrition, however, the aver- 
age for the last five years, this will in- 
crease to 287. The 273 ensigns expected 
from the three appointment basis would 
thus keep the line list filled at the four per 
cent rate of attrition but would not at 
the four and one-half per cent rate of 
the last five years. This rate of attrition 
may be expected to rise rather than fall, 
because of the increasing number of offi- 
and the heavier, 


cers on aviation duty, 
eight per cent, attrition to be expected 
among them due to deaths and injuries 


in aviation casualties. 
The growth of Naval aviation, and par- 
ticularly the recent adoption of an air- 
eraft building program calling for 1,000 
planes, requiring 863 officer-pilots, by 1932, 
has increased the demand upon the line 
officer list for officers for aviation duties. 
It is the firm conviction of the Department 
that these flying officers should, in order 
properly to coordinate the air Navy with 
the surface Navy, be line officers and 
graduates of the Naval Academy. Their 
assignment causes a drain upon the of- 
cers needed for the surface Navy which 
may in turn with the building of cruisers 
and other vessels, require an increased to- 
tal authorized line officer strength, but 
this drain is gladly accepted at present in 
the interest of the development of Naval 
aviation. By July 1, 1928, it is expected 
that there will be 432 qualified officer- 
aviators, and the deficiency of 454, plus any 
attrition in the meantime, to make up the 
total number required in 1932 and subse- 
quently, even if the Navy's air strength 
is but maintained and not increased there- 
after over the 1,000 plane basis, must 
largely be made up as far as it can be 
made up, from the graduating classes at 
the Naval Academy. With the present total 
of officers, and with a fifteen to twenty 
per cent qualification of naval aviators 
from each graduating class, the maximum 
obtainable due to physical and psychologi- 
cal defects, failures in training, and adher- 
ing to the volunteer system, the deficiency 
cannot be entirely made up under the 
present law and under a proposed law, dis- 
cussed later, cannot be made up for some 
years. It is probable that the 30 per cent 
enlisted pilots required by the recent act, 
following the recommendations of the Mor- 
row Board, will have to be increased to 
over 40. It is most advisable, however 
that the number of officer-pilots should 
be a maximum, and therefore that the 
number of graduates from the Naval 
Academy should be as large as practicable 
in order that the number who become avi- 
ators, the 15-20 per cent of the class, may 
be increased. Any deficiency in the gradu- 
ating class, below the number to fill up 
the Navy to authorized strength, will thus 
have a double effect upon the aviation 
Navy, in that (1) the general number 
of officers will be lowered and hence the 
number which, in the distribution of the 
oflicers of the Navy to the needs of all 
branches, can be allowed to the air forces 
and (2) the number of graduates from 
whom volunteers and subsequent trained 
aviators may be drawn. 
A bill to revise the promotion system 
has been recommended to Congress in the 
last session and will be again introduced. 
This bill extends selection downward to 
officcrs to be promoted to heutenant com-

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Army Notes 

HE War Department has announced 

that the next examinations for ap- 
pointment as second lieutenant in the 
Regular Army will probably be held 
during the latter part of June, 1928. 
These examinations are held annually 
for the purpose of filling vacancies in 
the seven combat branches of the Serv- 
ice, namely, Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, Coast Artillery, Air Corps, 
Corps of Engineers, and Signal Corps. 


The War Department has allotted to 
the Commanding General, Second Corps 
Area, $18,537 for the purpose of making 
improvements at posts in his corps area 
where R. O. T. C., C. M. T. C. and other 
summer training camps are held. The 
camps involved in the project are those 
at Plattsburg Barracks, New York; 
Madison Barracks, New York, and Fort 
Monmouth, New Jersey; $12,537 has been 
allotted to the first; $3,700 to the second, 
and $2,°90 to the third. 

The improvements consist of additional 
bath houses, storehouses, concrete floors 
in kitchens, mess halls, additional tent 
floors and general repairs, al! intended to 
furnish better accommodations for those 
who will attend summer training camps 
during the summer of 1928, 


Recent tests at the Infantry School, 
Fort Benning, Ga., indicate the value of 
training Infantrymen in the use of their 
various weapons against aircraft at an 
altitude of 1,500 feet or less. 

The firing was conducted at 12-foot 
sleeve targets towed by airplanes. In 
firing by platoon with the target at an 
elevation of 750 feet, out of 62 flights, the 
platoon make a percentage of hits of 
1.38, average number of hits per minute 
of firing of 6.3 and an average number 
of hits per flight of 3.7. At lower ele- 
vations the precentage of hits, the aver- 
age hits per minute of firing and the av- 
erage number of hits per flight were ap- 
preciably increased. 

In firing with the caliber 30 machine 
gun with the target at an elevation of 
1,250 feet out of 104 flights, the percen- 
tage of hits was .44, average hits per 
minute of firing 6.8 and the average num- 
ber of hits per flight 5.5. These figures 
were also increased when the target was 
towed at lower elevations.

SPECULATE ON SUCCESSOR TO GENERAL ELY,. 
WV AJOR GENERAL HANSON E. ELY, U. S. A., left the Army War College, 
-"* Washington, D. C., on Thursday, December 1, for New York and Governors 
Island, where he will assume his new duties as the Commanding General of the 
Second Corps Area. 

As yet no successor to General Ely as Commandant of the War College has been 
announced although various rumors have been in circulation for some time to the 
effect that Brig. Gen. E. L. King, now commanding the General Service Schools 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., would be selected for this post. 

While this rumor has generally been given credence, evidently because of Gen- 
eral King’s excellent record since assuming his command, it is regarded as not at 
all unlikely that the Department officials will make no change at either school in the 
midst of the academic year. If this viewpoint should finally predominate there 
is every evidence to believe that Colonel Lytle Brown, U. S. A., now Assistant to 
the Commandant of the War College, will be promoted to Brigadier General and 
assigned as Commandant, at least for the remainder of the academic year. 

The fact is realized and appreciated at Leavenworth that General King works 
untiringly for the welfare of every man, woman, and child on the Post. He is deeply 
concerned over every detail pertaining to the best interests of the student officers, 
proud ef the high esprit de corps which prevails in this year’s class, considers the 
women and children of the Post a very important part of his responsibility, strives 
to keep down to the minimum the living expenses for families and lends his personal 
encouragement to all of the work connected with the many organizations of the Fort.

Colonel Brown is a native of the State of 
Tennessee. was on the initial General Staff Eligible List, graduated from the Gen- 
eral Staff School, and has been awarded the D. S. M. 





COMPTROLLER DENIES ALLOWANCES FOR ADOPTED CHILDREN. 

LLOWANCES for travel, quarters and subsistence for adopted children are de- 
~™ nied Navy officers in a ruling just made by the Comptroller General. In the 
ruling it is held that the meaning of the phrase “child or children” as contained in 
the acts of October 6, 1917; April 16, 1918, and June 10, 1922, is restricted entirely 
to descendants born in lawful wedlock, and excluding adopted children, except as 
specifically provided. The ruling also reviews the status of blood and adopted chil- 
dren as covered in common and statute law and in court decisions, arriving at the 
conclusion that the adopted child is enabled to inherit from foster parents, but is 
endowed with no other specific rights inherent in the blood relationship of father 
and child. 

The Navy Department has sent out an ALNav message announcing that this 
ruling becomes effective after November 30. Previous payments are not affected 
by the ruling, which is a reversal of prior decisions, but in the future, payments so 
made will be disallowed in the disbursing officers’ account. 

Except in the event that some individual officer raises a question, no action 
will be taken by the Department questioning the ruling. 





MacNIDER TO LEAVE OFFICE IN FEW MONTHS. 

NEW YORK (Speciul).—Ass’t. Sec’y. of War, MacNider has told friends he will 

retire from office the first of the New Year. His departure will come at an in- 
auspicious time, since there are many matters he advocated of which his successor 
will have no intimate knowledge. But Colonel MacNider finds his interests in 
Iowa, including politics, need attention. He will seek election as a Delegate to 
the Natienal Convention from his district, but there is no surety of his success in 
view of the mixed situation in his home State. Colonel MacNider will leave the 
Army with a flying record never attained by any civilian official He has a map 
of the country criss-crossed with his flights. American Legion posts will regret 
that he will be unable to continue the dramatie landings for which he has be- 
come noted. 
EMERGENCY OFFICERS’ BILL TO GET LEGION SUPPORT. 
ACTIVE support of a bill to retire disabled emergency officers on the same basis 
+% as officers of the Regular Services and of a measure providing for universal 
Draft will be given at the Capitol by the American Legion, Comdr. E. E. Spafford, 
National Commander of the American Legion, has declared. Concerning the two 
measures Commander Spafford said: 

“There should be no difference between the emoluments given because an offi- 
cer served in the National Army and the regular service. An officer leaving the 
training camps might have been assigned to either the National Army or the 


Regular Army. If assigned to the Regular Army and he received a major wound 
he would be retired, the assignment to the reserve force does not at the present 
time grant retirement to those losing an arm or a leg or other similar wounds. 

“The second bill is a peace measure. The bill is known as the Universal Draft. 
If this bill is enacted into law it will drive the profit out of war. It will prevent 
slackers and it will indicate that if we are driven into another war we will enter 
with every resource which we have. It really means that when war is declared the 
lessons of this last war will not be forgotten.” 


DEPARTMENT “SYMPATHETIC” ON WARRANT LEGISLATION, 
MUCH consideration is being given by the Navy Department to the legislation 
= favored by the warrant officers as outlined by Chief Pharmacist McWilliams 
in a conference on Noy. 29 with Rear Admiral R. H. Leigh and other officers of 
the Bureau of Navigation. 

Following this conference Admiral Leigh went over the proposals with Ad- 
miral C. F. Hughes, Chief of Operations, and while no official action has been taken, 
it is understood that the department’s attitude is “sympathetic.” The proposals 
favored by the association inciude restoration of parity in pay and allowances 
granted by the act of 1916 but abrogated two years ago, a provision whereby all 
prior service is counted, and for warrants the same sea and shore pay. 











MARINE CORPS FOREIGN DUTY TOUR EXTENDED. 
EXTENSION of the normal two-year tour of foreign duty by six months as a 
» | . . . 
temporary measure of economy and expediency has been put into effect by 
the Major General Commandant of the Marine Corps. 

As a result the following Marine Corps officers who are due to return home 
on the next trip of the Chaumont will remain on duty abroad: Captain J. M. Pearce 
and Capiain W. B. Croka; 1st Lts. A. H. Frick, A. C. Small and P. A. Lesser; 2nd 
Lts. N. B. Twining, W. W. Davidson, R. J. Munford, R. S. Viall and T. A. Holdahl. 

Approximately fifteen officers and five hundred enlisted personnel will consti- 
tute the replacements scheduled to sail on the Henderson on January 4 for the 
China station. 

It is understood that the six months’ extension order will not apply to those 
Marine Corps officers on duty in Guam. 








IMPORTANT MEASURES IN NAVY LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM. 
WHILE the Navy’s legislative program for the coming season of Congress is less 
imposing than last year’s there are a number of proposed measures of great in- 
terest to the service. The Britten Personnel bill and the measure of extending hos- 
pitalization gp dependents are of paramount interest, the latter affecting both officer 
and enlisted personnel. 

Outstanding, of course, is the naval construction program covering the number 
of cruisers, submarines and destroyer leaders to be included in the five-year building 
program. There is a strong sentiment in Congress for a program sufficient to meet 
the needs of the Navy and an effort will be made to materially increase the program 
submitted with Administration approval. 

Legislation to perfect the naval administration of the oil reserves is being care- 
fully studied by Secretary Wilbur and departmental heads and prompt consideration 
of this measure seems assured. 





AERIAL COAST DEFENSE DISCUSSION FORECAST. 
A NOTHER flare-up of the old controversy of aerial coast defenses is impending 
~™ with the opening of Congress. Hearings on annual appropriations for the avi- 
ation branches of the Army and Navy are expected to precipitate a discussion over 
certain items of considerable magnitude where the question of “over-lapping” by the 
Air Service and Naval Aviation is concerned. 

No real settlement of this issue has been found, the policy as outlined several 
months ago by the Joint Board being construed to only partially settle it, though the 
decision that the Air Corps should have a monopoly on bombing planes and Naval 
Aviation restrict its new construction to scouts, torpedo planes and other types was 
held to support the contention of the Army fliers that the actual defense of the coast 
rests with them. 

This question is involved in such items as the provision made for the Naval Coco 
Solo base and there is believed to be a possibility that discussion of these items will 
precipitate Congressional action to have this vexing problem finally and definitely 
settled. 





LEGISLATION FOR ENLISTED PERSONNEL LOOMS. 
T EGISLATIVE relief for the enlisted man in the Regular Army is practically 
4 assured of faverable consideration during the session of the 70th Congress 
which convenes Monday, December 5. According to present indications action 
will be initiated first to accomplish a readjustment of the pension laws so as to 
equalize the allowances of enlisted men of the Regular Army and all classes of 
former war veterans with that prescribed for World War Veterans. 

The study now being made by the General Staff on the question of forming a 
Regular Army Reserve, similar to the Fleet Reserve of the Navy, was described 
in an article on enlisted legislation which appeared in the Army and Navy Journal 
of November 12. The results of this study will probably be the basis for any pro- 
posed changes in the retirement laws governing enlisted personnel. At the present 
time the question is understood to be in the final stages of preparation for sub- 
mission to the Chief of Staff and the Secretary of War for their approval and 
transmittal to the Budget. If the formation of a Reserve is decided upon the ques- 
tion of retirement will be governed by the number of years considered necessary 
for such retired personnel to serve with the Reserve units. 

It is possible that a seventeen-year retirement might be effected with the pro- 
vision that such men must remain in the active reserve for a period of eight years 
before transferring to an inactive status. On the other hand a shorter period with 
the organized reserve would move the retirement requirements correspondingly 
upward.

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Congress can be depended upon to respond to public sentiment if public 
sentiment be united; otherwise lethargy will rule its course—THE Na- 
TIONAL LEGISLATURE. 


ONGRESS WILL MEET on Monday next. By the time of publication of our 

“ next issue, the President will have transmitted to the two Houses his annual 
message and the estimates of expenditures of the Government, including National 
Defense, for the next fiscal year. There also will have been laid before the Naval 
and Military Committees the naval building program and the report on Army 
promotion of the Board of General Officers. 
S° FAR AS THE estimates are concerned, there is no likelihood that any serious 
“" objection will be raised against them. We understand the Army has been 
rather well taken care of, and the Navy will receive a substantial addition to its 
strength in the way of cruisers and submarines. The reason for the President’s 
forward looking attitude lies in the greater appreciation of the need of adequate 
national defense. Congress is impressed by the view of the country generally in 
this respect, a view which received emphasis from the unsatisfactory results of 
the Geneva Conferences and the growing realization that the best way to keep out 
of war is to be prepared for it. 


Hew DARE THE United States authorize more effective preparation in the face 

of the proposal of the Soviet Government to scrap its army, navy and air 
forces if the rest of the World would do likewise? That is a question best answered 
by the knowledge that prevails in Moscow that no nation will disarm, and parti- 
cularly those of Europe, so long as the Bolshevists press their fundamental policy 
of world revolution. If their proposal were adopted, would the Soviets turn their 
equipment over to revolutionary friends in China, the United States, England, France 
and other countries whose “capitalistic” governments they desire to overthrow? We 
have a real admiration for the astuteness of Mr. Tchicherin, the Soviet Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, whom we know personally, and we must give him credit for a bit 
of propaganda which will bring joy to his followers in and out of Russia. 


THE PLAN TO “outlaw war” likewise will receive consideration, certainly by the 

Senate, and, perhaps, by the House during the coming session. The men who 
are advocating this scrap of paper notion must regard it rather sardonically in 
view of the rumors of war and the strained relations which pervade Europe. It 
seems to us that Congress should refrain from making gestures which the world 
will consider hypocritical. The President is opposed to any such move. Recently 
he made known that such proposals would in his opinion be unconstitutional. Con- 
gress alone has the Power to declare war, and any legisla‘ive action which would 
curb its authority obviously would be in conflict with the fundamental charter of 
the Nation. 


‘(HE BOARD OF General Officers on Promotion has made 
additionally difficult of attainment by its approval of the policy of elimination. 
It is true the Senate passed the Wadsworth bill during the last session, but its 


action was due to a desire to compliment the retiring author of the bill rather 
y “1 1ump” situation. The

Senators knew the House would never accept the Wadsworth proposal, which was 
in fact based upon the study made by the General Staff, and their anticipation was 
justified, for the House Military Committee declined to give it serious considera- 
tion. The membership of the House Committee has not changed sufficiently—only 
two new members will be named—to indicate any modification of the view of 
last winter. It is probable there will be some promotion legislation. For example, 
2d lieutenants will be promoted after specified time spent with troops. It may 
be, too, the general system may be modified, but the Single List will be retained. 
In the meantime, the Army and Navy Journal will keep the Service informed as to 
any developments so that proposals harmful to the interest of the personnel may 
be exposed and scotched. 


(THE ARMY WILL WELCOME back to the Halls of Congress Representative 

Daniel R. Anthony, of Kansas, and W. Frank James, of Michigan. The former is 
chairman of the Subcommittee on Military Affairs of the House Appropriations 
Committee, and the latter is the senior member of the Military Committee. Both 
members have been quite ill as a result of thir concentration on public questions, 
particularly those relating to National Defense. They are now in excellent shape 
physically, and they will be able to advance to action many matters of Service con- 
cern. It is of further interest that Mr. Anthony and Mr. James entertain a mutual 
respect for each other, and as both are well informed and animated solely by a de- 
sire to maintain an efficient National Defense, their hearty cooperation is assured. 
Thus the results for this session are promising. We know the Army will be glad of 
the recovery and presence in Washington of Messrs. Anthony and James. 





ENERAL WILLIAM MITCHELL proposes state control over flying activities. 

He has registered objection to the Federal administration of air regulations, and 

has asserted that through the exercise of power by the several states the interests 
of aviation would be advanced. 

We realize the extent of the aviation and public following which General Mitchell 
enjoys, and it is for this reason we regret his support of a proposal which if adopted 
inevitably would lead to air confusion. If every state adopts its own regulations for 
the control of the air within its boundaries, we will have a situation not only filled 
with complications and state rivalries but harmful, instead of helpful, to the develop- 
ment of flying. General Mitchell, of course, wants aviation promoted. He knows the 
confusion which lack of unified control of autos has created, and we are sure this 
would not be a circumstance compared with what would happen in the air when avi- 
ation reaches the stage of development that events forecast. There is no likelihood 


that Congress will abandon a policy which is not only essential to aviation promotion 
but to our National Defense. ~ .

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War Department Rel eases Annual Reports 





(COMPLETING the release of the 

Army’s Annual Reports, with the ex- 
ception of the report of the Secretary 
of War which will be presented in the 
Army and Navy Journal of December 
10, the War Department has made pub- 
lic the following from the Assistant 
Secretaries of War MacNider and Davi- 
son, the Chief of Staff, The Adjutant 
General, The Militia Bureau, The Sur- 
geon General, and the Bureau of In- 
sular Affairs. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY MacNIDER. 

More has been accomplished in the super- 
vision of current procurement by this office 
during the last year than for any previous 
like period. The diversity and degree of 
accomplishment can best be noted from the 
following statements: 

The influence of this office has been 
exerted in the direction of securing ade- 
quate funds for the maintenance of a re- 
serve of essential war supplies and the 

rogress of our plans for mobilization of 
ndustry for war-time needs, The ratio of 
funds expended for preparation of reserve 
man power to the funds allowed for reserve 
munitions is still disproportionately in fa- 
vor of reserve man power. 

Great improvement has been made in the 
mechanics of procurement. As a result of 
continued effort all laws, decisions, and 
instructions affecting procurement of sup- 
plies have been collected and prepared for 
publication in a series of Army Regula- 
tions. 

Business Council Solves Problems. 

The War Department business council 
has been utilized to the utmost in the so- 
lution of the procurement problems con- 
fronting the War Department. On a recent 
occasion the members of the council held 
their meeting at the Army War College and 
presented their ideas as to the methods 
of procurement employed by the War De- 
partment. Contacts were maintained during 
the year by the different branches with 
members of the council and their advice 
was obtained on particular problems af- 
fecting those branches. The council has 
proved itself an invaluable asset in the 
adoption of sound business methods within 
the War Department. 

It is believed that a line of demarkation 
ean be laid down which will more clearly 
define the responsibilities of this office 
with respect to the preparation of the 
Budget. Studies of this subject are now 
being made. It is hoped that a definite 
percentage of each year’s appropriations 
for the War Department can be set aside 
for the carrying on of the functions of 
this office. 

Basic Supply Plan. 

During the year the preparation of plans 
for procuring the sugelies required by the 
general mobilization plan had reached a 
state where it was clear that for many 
essential items the requirements excceded 
the possible supply. The Chief of Staff 
was informed of this result. This condi- 
tion was anticipated when the General Staff 
plan was approved as a basis for computa- 
tions. The Army Regulations provide that 
plans shall be adjusted to meet procure- 
ment possibilities. The adjustment is in 
process and is a definite step toward a plan 
wherein the requirements can be met from 
reserves until production is attained. To 
shorten the period of production is the 
object of procurement planning. 

The ver, great difference between 
projects and plans must always be kept in 
mind A defense project with estimate of 
funds required for material would, on ap- 
proval by Congress set the ultimate goal. 

A plan that can be executed must be 
based on that portion of the project that 
has been completed. Plans for completing 
the project are of course necessary and it 
would also be well to have a plan of de- 
fense that could be executed after the 
project was completed. 

Until there is evolved an approved de- 
fense project, and a plan for its comple- 
tion is supported by a balanced program 
for the expenditure of annual appropria- 
tions, material preparedness cannot be 
assured. 

Recommendations. 

The personnel engaged on_ procurement 
planning is extremely small. If more satis- 
factory progress is to be made in meeting 
the responsibility placed upon the Assistant 
Secretary of War by law, this personnel 
must be increased. The most acute short- 
ages are in the Ordnance Department and 
the Air Corps. Therefore it is recommended 
that the authorized number of officers in 
the Ordnance Department be increased by 
60 officers and that in the Air Corps by 50 
officers, these increases to be spread over 
a period of five years and to be filled by 
recent graduates of West Point or our 
better technical schools, or by transfer 
from other branches of the Army after 
proper training in procurement duties. 

The questions of war reserves and edu- 
cational orders are separate, but closely 
related. The funds for the replacement of 
our reserves have been inadequate to main- 
tain stocks at the proper levels. Additional 
funds should be allotted for this purpose. 
In addition to the finished products re- 
quired, a reserve of 600,000 tons of ferro 

rade manganese ore should be acquired. 

n the building up of our war reserves of 
finished articles, educational orders should 
be used. It is recommended that serious 
effort be made to have a law passed by 
Congress amending the ol defense 


act as described under “Educational orders.” 

In connection with the act of June 8, 
1926, it is strongly recommended that funds 
be made available to start the training 





scheme with 250 representative men from 
college on July 1, 1928. 

In connection with paragraph 127a, na- 
tional defense act, which authorizes the 
Secretary of War to detail not to exceed 2 
per cent. of the commissioned officers of 
the Regular Army in any fiscal year as 
students at such technical, professional, and 
other educational institutions, or as stu- 
dents, observers, or investigators at such 
industrial plants, hospitals, and other places 
as shall be best suited to enable the offi- 
cers to specialize in certain subjects, it is 
recommended that more officers be detailed 
with industrial plants so that they may 
become familiar wit’. manufacturing prac- 
tices, procedure, and organization. 

The national defense act provides that 
the Assistant Secretary of War, under the 
Secretary of War, shall be charged “with 
supervision of the procurement of all mili- 
tary supplies and other business of the 
War Department pertaining thereto and the 
assurance of adequate provision for the 
mobilization of material and industrial or- 
ganizations essential to war-time needs.” 

In order that the Assistant Secretary of 
War may be able to plan intelligently for 
the proper execution of the duties with 
which he is charged, there must be a defi- 
nite determination of the war-time muni- 
tion needs under a general mobilization 
plan approved by the President and sup- 
ported by Congress. There must also be 
furnished adequate funds or securing and 
keeping up-to-date detailed information as 
to the industrial development of the coun- 
try, for making plans for the efficient 
utilization of its industrial strnegth in 
war, for training personnel in the duti ; of 
procurement and procurement planning, 
and for purchasing and keeping in reserve 
a supply of gauges, jigs, tools, finished 
articles, and special 1:\w materials sufficient 
to meet the approved war-time needs until 
the industry of the country can reach a 
sufficiently high production basis. A de- 
termination of war-time needs and the 
measures to be taken to meet ihem involves 
a careful consideration of the plans of the 
Navy Department as well as those of the 
Assistant Secretary of War and the General 
Staff of the Army. It is therefore recom- 
mended that the President be requested 
to appoint a board to determine the war- 
time munition needs and to prepare a 
project for placing the Army into such a 
state of material preparedness that the 
Assistant Secretary of War may be able to 
make adequate plans for meeting these 
needs; and that the recommendations of 
this board, accompanied by estimates of 
cost and of the rate at which funds should 
be appropriated, be transmitted to Congress 
for appropriate legislative action. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY DAVISON. 


The act of July 2, 1926, laid down the 
five-year program of expansion of the 
Army Air Corps, both as to equipment and 
to personnel. 

This program has received the vigorous 
support of the War Department, and its 
consummation is believed to be of vital 
importance to the national defense. For 
the first time it provides a definite plan 
of development. 

This act calls for 1,800 planes, 1.650 offi- 
cers, and 15,000 enlisted personnel in the 
Air Corps at the end of the five-year pe- 
riod. The statute itself does not prescribe 
the detailed methods by which the annual 
increments are to be made, but it does lay 
down a general outline to be followed. 
The War Department has adopted, within 
the terms of the statute, a program be- 
lieved to be the most effective in order to 
carry out the directions of Congress. It 
will, of course, be necessary to modify this 
program from year to year, in order to 
meet changing conditions and the funds 
which are made available by Congress. It 
is estimated that the first increment, as 
laid down in the War Department plans 
alluded to above, will be substantially com- 
pleted on June 30, 1928. 

Flying Training. 

I have given diligent attention to all 
problems in connection with Army flying 
schools. In order to carry out the five- 
year program it was necessary to establish 
an additional flying school for primary 
training at March Field, Riverside, Calif. 
This flying school, along with the present 
primary flying school at Brooks Field and 
the advanced flying school at Kelly Field, 
Tex., is under the commanding general of 
the training center. Our principal train- 
ing problem is to increase the ratio of 
graduates to the number of candidates who 
begin training, without lowering the flying 
standard. Careful investigation and close 
study have been devoted to this problem. 
It now appears that certain changes in 
training methods themselves, combined with 
a more efficient selection of cadet per- 
sonnel, will bring about the desired result. 
There is no doubt that important progress 
is being made in that regard. 

Personnel. 

It was hoped that, as a result of the 
act of July 2, 1926, much of the unsatis- 
factory personnel situation in the Air Corps 
might be corrected. There is, undoubtedly, 
considerable loss of efficiency due to the 
state of morale caused by the very poor 
position of a large percentage of the Air 
Corps officers on the promotion list. The 
War Department appointed a board of offi- 
cers, headed by the Chief of Air Corps, to 
study this whole subject and made recom- 
mendations to the War Department. For 
that reason, I defer recommendation or 
this subject pending consideration of the 
report of that board. This situation is 
very serious. Every possible effort should 
be made to find a solution at the earliest 
date. It is to be hoped that the recom-

may point the way. 

Shortage of Commissioned Personnel. 

There is still a shortage of commissioned 
personnel, caused chiefly by reason of the 
fact that fewer officers of other branches 
have applied for transfer to the Air Corps 
than expected, although the War Depart- 
ment has made every effort to encourage 
such action. Furthermore, a_ substantial 
number of those officers who did apply for 
such transfer were unable to pass the 
physical examination and complete the 
course of flying training. Experience has 
shown that transfers afford scant relief be- 
cause the great majority of officers have 
reached ages beyond which few men learn 
to fly sufficiently well to be satisfactory 
service pilots. The type of personnel most 
valuable to the Air Corps is the graduate 
of the United States Military Academy or 
of technical civil institutions of learning. 
Efforts are being made to interest this type 
in electing the Air Corps in the former 
ease and in qualifying for examination in 
the latter case. 

There are other important personnel 
problems upon which I am not yet pre- 
pared to make definite recommendation. 
These involve retirement of officers or their 
reassignment when they are no longer fit 
to fly. It has been fairly definitely es- 
tablished that a flying officer cannot hope 
to remain reasonably efficient in service 
type flying long enough to reach the pres- 
ent legal retirement age of 64 years. The 
services of these officers who have had long 
experience in flying should not be lost, as 
would probably be the case in most in- 
stances under the present law. Flying, 
undoubtedly, makes extreme physical de- 
mands and induces physical strains not 
inherent to other branches of military 
service. 

Housing Conditions. 

On my visits to Air Corps stations I 
found that much of the Air Corps personnel 
is housed in temporary structures built 
during the war with an anticipated life 
at the time of construction not in excess 
of five years. That time has long since 
passed, and these structures, providing as 
they do very poor quarters at best, have 
been maintained as well as p -sible by the 
expenditure of sums for repairs out of 
all proportion to the value of the buildings. 
While I realize that this condition is gen- 
eral in the Army, the Air Corps, however, 
is peculiarly placed because, having grown 
up entirely during the war, it has very 
little permanent construction work, whereas 
garrisons built before the war are available 
to most of the other arms. 

CHIEF OF STAFF'S REPORT. 
Service Schools. 

With war-time responsibilities in mind 
we maintain the general and special service 
schools. In these institutions we afford 
the commissioned personnel of all com- 
ponents theoretical instruction which serves 
as a partial substitute for the experience 
which would be gained by long service with 
large units assembled for exercises over 
a wide and varied terrain. A primary mis- 
sion is the development of leaders and 
staff officers for all elements and especially 
the major units. Our outstanding com- 
manders and administrators of the World 
War were, to a large extent, graduates of 
our service-school system. This fact be- 
speaks its value prior to the World War. 
The system of military education has been 
improved since 1920, Our service schools, 





from the basic branch schools to the Army 
War College, are, 1 believe, now unsur- 
passed. 
Mobility of Troops. 

Throughout the fiscal year experimental 
exercises were conducted by many branches 
of the service in the movement of troops 
by motor transportation. These exercises 
were conducted in conjunction with field 





maneuvers and in the practice 





units. They will be continued d x the 
fiscal year 1928 in order to afford > per- 
sonnel of the Army practical instruction 
in the rapid movement of troons by means 
of motorized transportation, and for the 
purpose of gaining information which may 
result in any necessary changes in organi- 


zation and tactical doctrine. 
Enlisted Personnel. 


The desertion rate, which in recent years 
had reached a most discouraging figure, 
has shown, during the past fiscal year, a 
decided and encouraging decrease More- 
ever, the rate of reenlistment of soldiers 


upon the expiration of term of service 
shown a further gain until it hz 
reached approximately G4 per cent and is 
approaching that of the pre-war period. 
The advantage of a high rate of reenlist- 
ments among the personnel of a small vol- 
untary military establishment is obvious. 
The reenlistment of a soldier efects a sav- 





ing not only financial in nature but in the 
time and effort which must be consumed 
on the basic military instruction of the 


recruit. A soldier personnel largely re- 
enlisted not only makes for a more efficient 
Army, but also is far more competent to 
afford effective instruction to the civilian 
elements of our national defense. 
Commissioned Personne! 


At the present time officers in junior 
grades are faced with the prospect of al- 
most indefinite service with little if any 
promotion. This prospective stagnation in 


promotion is one of the most acute prob- 
lems with which the War Department is 
faced. The solution is most difficult. It 
has been the object of intensive study

ever, it is hoped that from the studies and 
final recommendations of the War Depart- 
ment there may be evolved a promotion 
system which, upon enactment into law by 
Congress, will assure reasonable advance- 
ment in grade to the individual and at the 
same time serve the best interests of the 
Government. 
National Guard. 

The policy of concentrating upon the 
training of small units such as the com- 
panies, troops, and batteries, and the re- 
quirements placed upon commanding offi- 
cers of National Guard units for the prepa- 
ration of their own programs and schedules 
have contributed largely to the progress 
made in the instruction of National Guard 
units during the past year. 

The full effectiveness of the National 
Guard is somewhat handicapped by the 
very considerable annual turnover of en- 
listed personnel, a problem which also has 
confronted the Regular Army since the 
World War. Those units of the National 
Guard located in States and communities 
where public opinion and support reaet 
most favorably are, in general, the organi- 
zations of the greatest degree of stability. 
I believe that this question of turnover of 
enlisted personnel will become less pressing 
as the increased importance of the Na- 
tional Guard as an element of our first 
line «cf defense becomes more fully recog- 
nized by local communities. 

Organized Reserves. 

The essential training need of the Or- 
ganized Reserves is unit instruction. The 
value of the Organized Reserves, as dif- 
ferentiated from the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, is that this element of the Army 
of the United -States comprises definite 
organizations, from the division down to 
the company, battery, troop, and air flight, 
allocated to specified localities. 

Were training afforded to officers of the 
Organized Reserves solely as individuals, 
the value of this component of the Army 
of the United States as an organized body— 
would be problematical. The factors which, 
in the past, have affected adversely the 
unit training of the Organized Reserves 
are several in number. In the first place, 
since reserve officers are afforded compara- 
tively little opportunity for active train- 


ing, it is essential that such instruction 
be extremely practical—with especial stress 
on the actual command and leadership of 


troops. However, the units of the Regular 
Army, upon which regiments of the Or- 
ganized Reserves have been superimposed 
for instructional purposes, are so depleted 
in strength that little opportunity for the 
exercise of command of actual units can 
be afforded each individual. The unit 
training of the Organized Reserves also 
has been materially handicapped because 
the officers assigned to units have not gen- 
erally accepted training with their own 
organizations—attendance in many cases 
being less than 50 per cent of the assigned 
strength. This has resulted in the practice 
of attaching other reserve officers in order 
to fill the active training quota of units. 
Such practice, while of some advantage to 
the individual, has not been of com- 
mensurate benefit to unit efficiency. 
Revision of Reserve Regulations. 

The ideal Organized Reserve establish- 
ment would be that in which all officers 
assigned to units contemplated for early 
mobilization are available for active duty 
training in peace with their own organiza- 
tions. Experience has indicated that the 
number of officers available who will ac- 
cept active duty training furnishes a lim- 
itation as to the number of units which 
can be organized in peace time. The War 
Department during the past fiscal year 
issued a revision of the regulations govern- 
ing the Officers’ Reserve Corps. In brief, 
these regulations contemplate the assign- 
ment to units of all reserve officers who 
qualify for such assignment. Officers who 
are willing to devote some time to military 
preparation will be so assigned, and the 
remaining officers in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps will be ineligible for assignment. 
They will be available, after the outbreak 
of hostilities, for such purposes as their 
qualifications indicate them to be best 
suited. These revised regulations will 
eventually provide the Army of the United 
States with an Organized Reserve compris- 
ing units to which are assigned only those 
officers who through peace-time preparation 
are available for immediate service upon 
mobilization. In addition, there will be 
provided a pool of officers composed of 
those who are not able to take active 
training, but who will be available for as- 
signment upon the declaration of war. 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 

Since the date of its reorganization under 
the provisions of the national defense act 
as revised in 1920, the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps has produced approximately 
29,500 graduates, the great majority of 
whom were eligible for eventual commis- 
sion in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. During 
the school year 1926-27 there were 5,891 
graduates of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps, this being the largest annual incre- 
ment attained since the World War. 

The effectiveness of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps continues to increase, due 
in a large measure to the fine support and 
interest accorded by the authorities of the 
institutions where such units are main- 
tained. The patriotic interest in this work 
is reflected by educators, both in the prog- 
ress of existing units and in the number 
of applications received by the War De- 
partment for new units. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 

During the summer of 1926 citizens’ mili- 
tary training camps were successfully op- 
erated in the nine corps areas, including 





one camp in Porto Rico, with a total en- 

rollment of 34,194. Further decentralization 

of citizens’ military training camps in 

1926 was productive of satisfactory results. 
Conclusion, 

To summarize, the work of -the Army 
during the past fiscal year has been di- 
rected primarily to a further development 
of the reorganizational measures required 
by the national defense act of 1920. — In 
each element of the Army of the United 
States there has been noted a gradual 
progress toward the attainment of the de- 
sired peace-time effectiveness. The im- 
proved proficiency of each component has 
resulted, in turn, in the increased effective- 
ness of the entire Army of the United 
States. 

THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

The actual strength of the Army on June 
30, 1927, by classes of personnel, is shown 
below: Commissioned officers: Regular 
Army. 11,816; Philippine Scouts, 97; re- 
tired (Regular Army and Philippine Scouts) 
on active duty, 163; total commissioned offi- 
cers, 12,076; total warrant officers (in- 
cluding 1 retired on active duty), 1,263; 
total enlisted men (including 25 retired on 
active duty and 6,863 Philippine Scouts), 
119,929, and aggregate, 133,268. 

In addition to all of the foregoing, there 
were 681 Army nurses (498 regular and 183 
reserve), 34 contract surgeons and 878 
cadets at the United States Military Acad- 
emy, in service on June 30, 1927, making 
altogether 134,861 individuals in the mili- 
tary service of the United States on that 
date. 

The grades of the 114 commissioned offi- 
cers who resigned during the fiscal year 
were as follows: Lieutenant colonel, 2; 
major, 11; captain, 27; first lieutenant, 35; 
second lieutenant, 39. The branches of 
service represented were as foliows: Judge 
Advocate’ General’s Department, 1; Quar- 
termaster Corps, 6; Medical Department, 
22; Finance Department, 1; Corps of En- 
gineers, 6; Ordnance Department, 1; Signal 
Corps, 1; Corps of Chaplains, 1; Cavalry, 
6; Field Artillery, 20; Coast Artillery Corps, 
14; Infantry, 27; Air Corps, 8. 

For several years past the question of 
reducing the number of desertions in the 
Army has been the subject of constant 
study in the War Department, and various 
plans looking to a betterment of existing 
conditions have been considered. During 
the fiscal year covered by this report in- 
telligence tests for recruits were introduced 
experimentally in each corps area in addi- 
tion to other precautions enjoined upon 
recruiting personnel. Greater care has been 
taken in the selection of recruits, with the 
result that the decrease in desertions noted 
in the annual report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1926, was more pronounced 
during the year ended June 30, 1927. The 
losses from all causes among enlisted men 
during the year aggregated 71,015. As 
there were 119,929 enlisted men in the 
Army on June 30, 1927, and 71,015 others 
had been separated from the service during 
the preceding twelve months, 190,944 repre- 
sents the total number of enlistment con- 
tracts in force during the year. Based upon 
this figure the percentage of reported de- 
sertions for the year is 6.07 as compared 
with 7.26 for the previous fiscal year. 

THE SURGEON GENERAL. 

The number of commissioned officers in 
the Medical Department on June 30, 1927, 
was: Medical Corps, 931; Dental Corps, 
158; Veterinary Corps, 126; and Medical 
Administrative Corps, 72. The number of 
vacancies on the same date was 52, all in 
the Medical Corps. (Since that date 33 of 
these vacancies have been filled and there 
are indications that no difficult will be 
encountered in filling the remainder.) The 
number of officers authorized for the Medi- 
cal Department continues to be quite in- 
adequate and only by the most careful es- 
timation of the relatively urgent needs has 
the situation been met at all. The obliga- 
tions imposed upon the Regular Army for 
the organization and training of civilian 
components require a large number of reg- 
ular officers, to which the Medical Depart- 
ment must necessarily make its contribution 
if this important work is to be carried on 
successfully. The number of medical offi- 
cers necessary for detail to these es- 
sentially nonmedical duties, the demand for 
increased personnel to furnish the pro- 
fessional service required by specialization, 
and the requirements for additional medi- 
eal officers to function in unanticipated 
purely medical installations have  neces- 
sitated such a reduction in the number 
of officers available for assignment to nu- 
merous stations as to make it practically 
impossible for the Medical Department to 
properly do the _ professional work re- 
quired of it. 

Need Trained Men. 

The only way by which the Medical De- 
partment can provide itself with specialists 
is to train them for this purpose. Selected 
officers serve as understudies to the various 
specialists and then receive courses of in- 
struction at the Army Medical School, large 
medical centers, and civil institutions. It 
has not been possible to train a sufficient 
number because of an inadequate per- 
sonnel. 

The act of July 2, 1926, authorizes an 
addition of approximately 7,000 personnel, 
including reserve officers taking active 
training, to the Air Corps, the increase to 
be completed during a period of five years. 
This increase when accomplished will re- 
quire a minimum of 100 flight. surgeons, 
whereas the present allotment is 61. It 
will be impossible to furnish this number 
unless am increase in the Medical Corps 
is authorized. 

As stated in my last report, there has 
been submitted a proposed amendment to 
section 10 of the national defense act for 
an increase in personne], which experience 








has shown to be vitally needed if the effi- 
ciency of. the Medical Department of the 
Regular Army on a peace-time footing is to 
be properly maintained. 

Physical Examination. 

‘A complete survey of the officers of the 
Army was made following the annual physi- 
eal examination conducted during January, 
1927. As a result of the survey a con- 
siderable number of officers were recom- 
mended for action by Army retiring boards 
and a somewhat larger number were recom- 
mended for physical surveys at general 
and other hospitals where specialists are 
on duty and exceptional diagnostic facilities 
are available. It is desired to emphasize 
this fact of the examinations which made 
it possible to determine finally whether de- 
fects which render officers physically unfit 





for field service were permanent, or of 
such a nature that they could be corrected. 
The latter was found to be the case in 
many instances and corrective measures 
were instituted with gratifying success. 
West Point Candidates. . 

The physical examination of candidates 
for admission to West Point was conducted 
in March, 1927. There were 972 candidates 
examined, of whom 747 were accepted and 
225, or 23 per cent, were recommended for 
rejection because of physical defects. The 
liberal policy relative to authorization of 
reexamination was continued this year, and 
of 69 candidates reexamined, 49 were 
eventually accepted.

tion is hopeless. Lord Bridgeman’s an- 
nouncement of England’s intention to 
defer construction on two of the three 
cruisers authorized for this year is classi- 
fied as “propaganda” and appears to 
have acted as a boomerang.

June 30, 1927, was 12,010 officers, 182 war- 
rant officers, and 168,950 enlisted men, an 


aggregate of 181,142. 

In efficiency and other lines of develop- 
ment the National Guard has made most 
gratfying progress during the fiscal year 
1927. In general, training has materially 
improved and in a logical and progressive 
manner in conformity with Militia Bureau 
training directives. The attitude of the 
State authorities toward the present and 
future development of the National Guard 
is most encouraging and its development 
to the 250,000 man-power objective in rea- 
sonable annual increments is limited only 
by appropriations and War Department 
policies. 

There also have been a few instances of 
fraudulent disposal of Federal property. 
In all such cases uncovered investigations 
have been made by the Inspector General’s 
Department and by the Department of Jus- 
tice and appropriate action taken. 

The yearly turnover in the personnel, 
especially as it affects commissioned offi- 
cers, although decreasing, continues to be 
an undesirable factor in the development 
of the National Guard. This apparently 
insolvable problem, which undoubtedly has 
a somewhat detrimental effect upon the 
development of efficiency, is largely due 
to the fact that military service is a sec- 
ondary consideration with those who’ com- 
prise the personnel of the National Guard 
and who, of necessity, must give majcr at- 
tention to their civil vocations, which fre- 
quently demand such application as to re- 
quire their separation from the military 
service or removal from the station of the 
organization to which they belong. How- 
ever, as stated in my report for last year, 
this factor, while not desirable, is not en- 
tirely without merit, since it provides 
partial training for some indivduals whose 
services may be available at a future time. 
_It is pleasing to note the increasing de- 
sire on the part of both officers and en- 
listed men of he guard to attend the va- 


rious Army service schools. The records 
made by those who have pursued such 
courses during the year have been most 


gratifying, and it is regretted that present 
facilities and approprations do not permit 
of the attendance of all who apply for the 
privilege of receiving this important special 
trainin’. 

National Guard troops were utilized in 17 
States during the fiscal year just closed 
to render aid in disaster and to assist civil 
authorities in the maintenance of law and 
order. Probably the most extensive and 
outstanding service of this nature fell to 
the lot of the National Guard of Florida 
following the disastrous hurricane in that 
State in September, 1926, and to the Na- 
tional Guard of Arkansas, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, Missouri, and 
Tennessee during the great flood in the 
Mississippi River Valley during the spring 
1927. In connection with the duty per- 
formed following the hurricane and ‘during 
the flood the citizens and newspapers of 
the affected territories have been high in 
their praise of the work of the Guard. As 
a matter of fact, the conduct of National 





Guard troops, on whatever service utilized, 
has been most commendable. For a more de- 
tailed statement of this service, see Ap- 
pendix F.

ARMY PRISONERS RECLAIMED. 

In 1914 the Army inaugurated at the 
United States Disciplinary Barracks at 
Fort Leavenwortn, Kan., and its two 
branches at Fort Jay, N. Y., and Alcatraz 
Island, Calif., new methods for the treat- 
ment of the prisoners confined in those 
places with a view to their reclamation 
to the prisoners service or to their 
return to civil life, better qualified for 
citizenship than when they entered the 
military service. 

That these methods have obtained ex- 
cellent results is shown by the fact that 
6,927 men have been restored to duty 
with the colors, of whom approximately 
90 per cent have made good since their 
return. Of this 90 per cent, 20 per cent 
have become non-commissioned officers. 

The records, both military and civil, 
of the men who express a desire and 
willingness for an opportunity to return 
to the colors are carefully investigated, 
and only those who have not shown 
criminal tendencies are given this 
chance. Those selected are then placed 
in a unit segregated from the other 
prisoners. They are given a distinctive 
uniform and receive special instruction to 
include intensive military drill and train- 
ing.

Mileage—Transportation. An officer of the 
National Guard injured in line of duty 
while attending a service school under 
section 99 of the National Defense Act as 
amended and who receives medical treat- 
ment in the station hospital for several 
months is entitled upon his discharge from 
the hospital to transportation to his home 
under the provisions of the act of June 3, 
1924, 43 Stat., 364, and not to mileage un- 
der section 99 as amended. 





A-19783. (S). Quarters—Rental allowance 
~— Adopted children as dependents. Trans- 
portation—Dependents—Joint Service Pay 
Act—Adopted children. The word “chil- 
dren” in sections 4 and 12 of the act of 
June 10, 1922, Stat. 627 and 631, is used in 
its ordinary or popular sense and includes 
only legitimate offspring born in lawful 
wedlock of an officer of any of the serv- 
ices covered by the act. 





A-20381. (S) Army Nurse Corps—Re- 
tired pay—Act of May 13, 1926, 44 Stat. 531. 
Retired members of the Army Nurse Corps 
are entitled to 3 per centum of the annual 
active base pay received at time of retire- 
ment multiplied by the total number of 
complete years of active service rendered 
prior to retirement, not exceeding 75 per 
cent plus the additional amount prescribed 
for each complete year of service in the 
various grades, the period of time less than 
a year served in a higher grade to be 
added to the time served in a lower grade 
to determine the complete number of 
years served. 

Service as temporary chief nurse is not 
within any of the grades for which addi- 
tional supplemental annual retired pay is 
authorized and may not be counted in its 
computation.

Financial Digest 
By a Market Expert. 


/Prcune in production of manufac- 
tures and increased yield in fail 
crops 1s repcrted by the Federal Re- 
serve Board in its summary of produc- 
tion conditions for the months of October 
and November, issued this week. 


The report states: 


Production of manufactures declined in 
October, contrary to the usual seasonal 
tendency, while the output of minerals re- 
mained in practically the same volume as 
in September. In October and November, 
activity of iron and steel mills and of au- 
tomobile plants was smaller than at any 
previous period of the year. There were 
also decreases during October in cotton 
consumption and in the production of build- 
ing materials, crude petroleum, and boots 
and shoes. The output of bituminous coal 
and the number of hogs and cattle slaugh- 
tered increased by less than the usual sea- 
sonal amount. Production of flour, copper, 
and anthracite coal showed increases in 
October. Building contracts awarded in- 
creased considerably owing to unusually 
large awards in New York and Chicago in 
the last week of the month. The increases 
were largest in contracts for residential and 
commercial buildings. 

Unusually favorable weather during Oc- 
tober in agricultural States resulted in in- 
creased yield for late fall crops. The indi- 
cated production of corn, according to the 
November crop report of the Department 
of Agriculture, was placed at 2,753,000,000 
bushels, an increase of 150,000,000 bushels 
over the estimate of the previous month 
and 106,000,000 bushels over the yield a 
year ago. Larger yields, as compared with 
the previous months’ estimates were also 
indicated for cotton, tobacco, and potatoes.

Sale of Lines Decided 

THE Shipping Board at a meeting held 

Nov. 28 decided that the American- 
Australia Orient Line, Oregan Oriental 
Line, operating 36 cargo ships, be offered 
for sale on the basis of their present 
operations as to routes and number of 
annual voyages. 

The terms and conditions of sale are 
to be under two alternate methods of 
bidding. Under one, ihe terms are to be 
25 per cent cash and balance in 10 equal 
annual installments with interest on de- 
ferred payments at the rate of 4% per 
cent per annum, service to be maintained 
for a period of five (5) years. 

Under the second alternate plan, the 
down payment is to be 10 per cent and 
the balance to be paid in equal annual in- 
stallments at 4% per cent interest, spread 
over 10 to 15 years, if the purchaser so 
prefers. Under this arrangement the 
bidder is to agree to maintain the line 
or lines for a period of three years with 
option of the purchaser to transfer the 
ships back to the Government.
